PITTSBORG. Feb. 12.—The coke 


market has become extremely inactive. 
Offerings ot odd Iocs have decreased, 
as production has been curtailed, while 
on the other hand there is practically 
no demand. Thc great majority of 
consumers are jtrovided 
with con- 


tract's, and the fow that are not havej 
bought for the-month of February, soj 
that they will not be to the market, 
again until late this month. 
| 


Nearly all the contracts have now' 


been adjusted, as- a result of the dis- 
continuance of the government price 
limit. 
As pvevimisly reported, most 


ot the contracts that called for ne- 
gotiation as to price in case the gov- 
ernment control bhould end have been 
adjusted for the month of February on 
a basis of $5.50. Some have been ad- 
justed at lower figures, 'but J5.50 seems 
to have been the more common price. 
Although the month is not half over 
it i» generally admitted that this is 
too high a price to be representative 
ot the^market as a whole, J5.00 being 
the present idea, out consumers tinder 
such contracts nmy receive an adjust- 
ment next month that will equalize. 


•Practically all the fixed-price con-
